Hu mphrey of Minnesota to ru n with Pres­ 
id ent Johnson on the 1964 Democratic 
tick et, 
many 
American 
mind s 
hav e 
tu rned to recollection of John F. Ken­ 
ned y ’s d ecision fou r y ears ago to d esig­ 
nate Ly nd on B. Johnson as his ru nning 
mate on the Democratic tick et. 
Sen. Johnson was a pu zzling choice in 
1960 He had been a v igorou s contend er 
for the 
presid ential nomination, 
him­ 
self 
Contend ers are not u su ally chosen 
for ru nning mates. 
For another thing, he d id not hav e 
the back ing of the central core of Demo­ 
cratic strength in the nation—the good 
will of the u nion lead ers and their well- 
filled campaign coffers. They mistru st­ 
ed him. 


IT WAS ASSUMED he was chosen be­ 
cau se his id entity as a hy brid Sou themer- 
Westerner cou ld help Mr. Kenned y where 
he most need ed help—in the Solid Sou th 
and the d istant West. Bu t no secret was 
mad e of his political weak ness in the in­ 
d u strial East and Northeast, where u nion 
influ ence is strong. 
Ev ery labor lead er had a copy of a let­ 
ter he had written in 19 59 fav oring stiff 


laws to protect Americans from improper 
labor practices. Ev ery labor lead er k new 
he had v oted for laws cu rbing labor ex ­ 
cesses and had ask ed for creation of the 
Senate Committee on Improper Labor- 
Management Practices. 
Organized labor was not enthu siastic 
abou t Ly nd on B. Johnson in 1960. John F. 
Kenned y was their man. Ly nd on Johnson 
wou ld need watching. 
Bu t 1964 is a d ifferent story . 


AS PRESIDENT of the United States, 
Mr. Johnson has organized labors back ­ 
ing. As recipient ot this consid erable fa­ 
v or from the men who are the behind -the- 
scenes powers in the Democratic party , 
the Presid ent has pleased labor lead ers 
by arranging for Sen. Hu mphrey to ru n 
with him as cand id ate for the v ice pres­ 
id ency and to serv e with him as second 
in command if 
Mr. Johnson wins 
the 
election. Sen. Hu mphrey cou ld n’t be more 
to their lik ing. 
The u nion lead ers hav e obtained ev ery ­ 
thing they wanted and ev ery thing they 
ex pected from the 1964 Democratic con­ 
v ention—a platform fav orable to all their 
policies and a v ice presid ent of their 
choosing.

The co ro ner has ruled "accidental death" 
and a remo rseful hunter and a g riev ing 
father wish fo r the impo ssible—that 11- 
y ear-o ld Geo rg e Edward Go rman o f Han- 
o v erto n mig ht still be aliv e. 
The United Scho o l student was killed 
by a rifle bullet fro m the g un o f an Alli­ 
ance man who misto o k the bo y , cro uch­ 
ing in tall g rass, fo r a g ro undho g . Iro n­ 
ically , bo th were hunting the same g ame, 
as were the v ictim’s father and a fo urth 
hu nter. So mething had mo v ed in the g rass 
. . . the temptatio n to take aim was to o 
great and the trag edy o ccurred, all in a 
split second . 
Hu nting accid ents hav e o ccurred since 
man y ears ago began to stalk g ame but 
perhaps the Wednesday accident will re­ 
main

As far back as last April, he told bu si­ 
nessmen they cou ld look forward to an­ 
other tax cu t in the near fu tu re if the 
first o ne had the d esired effect. 


THE DESIRED EFFECT was the busi­ 
ness acceleratio n that has increased tax 
rev enue and whittled do wn unemplo y ­ 
ment. 
There has been no red u ction of pu blic 
spend ing, contrary to the wishes of bu d get 
balancers. Bu ' d efend ers of the d eficit 
spend ing that k eeps pu blic spend ing high 
ex plain that it can be measu red as high 
o r low only in relation to popu lation and 
need . They argu e that it is relativ ely 
lo w at present becau se popu lation has 
been increasing faster than the fed eral 
budg et. 
In fact, the fiv e economic ad v isers who 
met in the White Hou se hav e look ed 
ahead far enou gh to see the possibility 
o f 
nationa ldebt red u ction if it ev er becomes 
necessary to slo w d own a too-rapid rate 
o f eco no mic acceleration.

McDonald , lead er of the mas­ 
siv e United Steelwork ers. 


HE HAS IMPARTED his fears 
to Presid ent Johnson and last 
Mond ay , ju st before the Demo­ 
cratic party conv ention opened , 
he told his fellow u nion chiefs 
how concerned he was. 
Many of his colleagu s at the 
priv ate labor gathering on the 
third floor of the Ritz Carlton 
in Atlantic City agreed with 
him. They , too, planned to mu te 
their 
civ ii 
rights talk for the 
d u ration. 
These u nion lead ers, many of 
them d elegates to the conv en­ 
tion, are pragmatic politicians.

THE RESULTS d isclosed an 
u nex pected 35 per cent v ote tor 
Sen. Barry Gold water, 50 per 
cent for Presid ent Johnson and 
15 per cent u nd ecid ed .

Eastern 
u nion 
official 
pointed to a New Jersey con­ 
gressional campaign being wag­ 
ed by Pau l Krebs, a regional 
officer of Walter Reu ther’s Un­ 
ited Au to Work ers Union. 
ir. 
Krebs has official labor su pport, 
bu t there is consid erable rank 
and file gru mbling against his 
civ il rights sloganeering. 
De • 
fections are ind icated . 
Nor is this the only Au to Union 
bailiwick where there is resent­ 
ment against the Negro cam­ 
paign. Recent reports from an 
au to plant in the McKeesport, 
Pa., area d iclosed consid erable 
sentiment against the aggres­ 
siv e Negro d riv es — and for 
Barry Gold water. 
This u neasiness among the 
rank 
and file of the old CIO 
u nions appears to be spread ­ 
ing. An official of the Ru bber 
Work ers reported that he has 
encou ntered it in Ak ron, Ohio, 
center of mu ch of the ru bber 
ind u stry . 
COUPLE THIS with 
w ha t 
Dav e McDonald has heard from 
his people in the areas arou nd 


Baltimore, in Gary Ind . and in 
the rest of Ind iana's Lak e Cou n­ 
ty and one begins to sense a 
measu re of the power of the 
back lash. 
One u nion lead er at the Mon­ 
d ay night gathering noted that 
this back lash is strongest in the 
Northern ind u strial areas and 
in the more militant sections 
of the labor mov ement. What, 
he ask ed , cou ld then be ex pected 
of the more conserv ativ e Bu ild - 
and Constru ction u nions and of 
Sou thern locals which right u p 
to this minu te are segregated . 
Behind the back lash is the 
white work er’s fear that their 
u nions will be opened wid e not 
only to Negroes bu t to other 
minorities and all comers. This 
wou ld d estroy the basic strength 
of many craft u nions which hav e 
controlled the jobs in their in­ 
d u stries since the ‘30s. 


THERE ALSO is rank and file 
fear that Negro work ers will be 
giv en su per seniority , special 
q u otas of jobs and rapid ad ­ 
v ancement to better pay ing clas­ 
sifications “ to mak e u p for lost 
time.” 
Many labor lead er attempting 
to d efend the civ il rights posi­ 


tion hav e been told off by rank 
and filers in choice Chau cerian 
langu age. 
Therefore labor strategy will 
be switched grad u ally from an 
attack on Barry Gold water s 
refu sal 
to 
v ote 
for the civ il 
rights law to an assau lt on him 
as antilabor. He will be d enou n­ 
ced as a “menace to the mov e- 
men’.’’ He will be attack ed as 
a threat to the u nion shop, 
the d u es check off and labor 
stability , in general. 
This theme will be work ed 
Into 
s e v e r a l 
presid ential 
speeches within the nex t few 
week s as Mr. Johnson tak es to 
the hu stings. Memos 
to this 
effect are now being prepared 
by AFL-CIO writers. It will be 
the special theme for scores 
of Labor 
Day 
speeches 
and 
statements by both the Presi­ 
d ent and national labor lead ers. 
This may bring some of the 
"back lashed " rank and filers 
back into the fold — bu t it will 
also giv e the Gold water forces 
the chance to cou nter with the 
charge 
that Mr. 
Johnson 
is 
fronting 
for 
the labor mov e­ 
ment. 
It well may become the big 
d omestic issu e of the campaign.

Mik e Mansfield of 
Montana, the majority lead er of 
the Senate, was the natu ral and 
inev itable choice. 
To hav e pick ed Sen. Eu gene 
McCarthy of Minnesota, also a 
Catholic, wou ld hav e been to d is­ 
regard Mr. Mansfield ’s position 
as the lead er of the Democratic 
party in the Senate. 
The moment the Repu blican 
Nr. ional Conv ention pick ed Rep. 
William E. Miller, a Catholic, 
to be the Repu blican v ice presi­ 
d ential nominee, a problem was 
posed for Presid ent Johnson. 


HE 
PROMPTLY eliminated 
Atiy . Gen. Robert Kenned y , a 
Catholic, by ru ling ou t all mem­ 
bers of his cabinet as v ice presi­ 
d ential possibilities. 
So it became a qu estion of 
analy zing v iewpoints of local po­ 
litical lead ers and d etermining 
from priv ate su rv ey s whether 
the omission of a Catholic from 
the tick et wou ld be inju riou s to 
Mr. Johnson's political strength 
or whether the issu e was really 
no longer of any political con­ 
sequ ence. 
There also was another q u es­ 
tion that had to be stu d ied —

SEN. HUMPHREY has been 
in the forefront of the civ il 
rights controv ersy , so informa­ 
tion was sou ght as to whether 
this wou ld cau se a loss of Demo­ 
crats in the Sou th as well as 
in those Northern states where 
the ex istence of a"white back ­ 
lash" v ote lately has been a 
matter of political concern. 
Mr. Johnson 
has 
way s

reaching into ev ery state to 
ga'her information on political 
attitu d es. His aid es were able 
to get a general id ea of how the 
cou ntry wou ld react to the se­ 
lection of Mr. Hu mphrey . 
The Minnesota senator, more­ 
ov er, is wid ely k nown as a 


liberal, and his selection, th«

ers of Ad lai Stev enson. 


MR. JOHNSON 
lately 
has 
been try ing to giv e to the bu si­ 
ness world an image of his ad - 
ministra'ion as nonrad ical and , 
on the whole, rather conserv a­ 
tiv e. 
Wou ld a liberal on the tick et, 
therefore, balance things u p a 
bit? 
So the plu s points in fav or of 
pick ing Sen. Hu mphrey grad u al­ 
ly grew as political profession­ 
als were canv assed .

On Psy chological Testing 


A bill has been introd u ced in 
Congress by Rep. John M. Ash- 
brook of Ohio in reference to 
psy chological tests which are 
being giv en in many schools 
throu ghou t the nation. At the 
present time, these tests can be 
giv en withou t parental consent, 
and withou t prior notice to the 
parents. 
The bill, H.R. 7743, states that 
it wou ld not prohibit psy chologi­ 
cal testing in ou r schools, bu t 
it wou ld req u ire that reasonable 
notice be giv en to parents of 
stu d ents prior to the ex amina­ 


tions, that the parents be giv en 
the opportu nity to v iew the tests 
and that they be allowed to re­ 
fu se permission 
to hav e 
the 
tests ad ministered to their chil­ 
d ren if so d esired . 
Many parents feel that any 
warranted psy chological ex am­ 
ining shou ld be d one in priv acy 
only by those who hav e had 
ad eq u ate psy chological or psy ­ 
chiatric training, who alone are 
qu alified to accu rately d eter­ 
mine the emotional stability of 
a child .
